But common experience proves that it is true sufficient­ 
ly often to add appreciably to the problems of living and raising 
a family. There can’t be statistics compiled about it, but it is not 
illogical to infer that this prohibition bos something to do with 
keeping down the birth rate.

But his 
philanthropy—it is nothing less—points out a condition especial­ 
ly prevalent in big cities which is doing a subtle injury to the 
Nation.

This i . s o notoriously true that it is a stock vaudeville 
joke. Every 1 ung couple with babies has experienced the bleak 
finality of t ome agent’s “I’m sorry, but the owner won’t rent fo 
families with children.”

That’s not true in e\erv case, obviously, for families do rind 
shelter. But common experience proves that it is true sufficient- 
!\ often to add appreciably to the problems of living and raising 
a family. There can’t be statistics compiled about it, but it is not 
illogical to infer that this prohibition his 
keeping down the birth rate.
